Unilicensed Dogs- 


Under a warrant from the Chairman 
of the Board of Selectmen, Constable 
French, during the next two weeks, 
will, as required by the law and as ex- 
pressed in his warrant. 


“* Proceed forthwith to kill or cause 
to be killed, all dogs within the said 
town, not duly licensed and collared, 
according to the provisions of chapter 
one hundred and twoof the Public Stat- 


utes, and you are further required to} 


make and enter complaint sgainst the 
owuer or keeper of every such dog.” 


** Any person may and every police 
officer and constable shall kill or cause 
to be killed all such dogs whenever or 
wherever fouud.”* 


As it has heeu customary to some ex- 
tent. to allow any owner of a dog to 
pay the license fee to the Constable, to 
save the dog, many owners and keep- 


ers of dogs have obtained the notion 
that the license ix in the nature of a 
Tax, to be called for, and that Mr. Con- 
stable is a Tax Collector, which is an 
entirely erroneous idea. Therefore it 
will be well to call on the Town Clerk 
and license your dog, if you wish to 
keep it. It appears by the list of dog 
owners, as taken by the Selectmen in 
May that some two hundred dogs are 
yet unlicensed

In this country we sre gaiviog a step 
by having public dinners without wine. 
Mrs Haves. at the White House, has 
Started - new movement by having no 
wine at State dinuers. Some wives of 
the European Ambassadors have ex- 
pressed their delight with the air of 
purity it gives to her entertainments. 
Many years ago it was the custom iu 
New England colleges to have wine at 
the dinner of the graduating class, and 
the bill for it was paid by the student 
whe stood tirst as valedictorian. Now 
it is becoming the custom to have no 
wine at such dinners. At the class day 
dinner. and at the dinner forthe elder 
graduates, (the alumni) in Harvard 
College for the year 1850, there was no 
wine on the table. There are some col- 
leges where they have never had wine 
on the table. 

In some of the stories you read, and 
in books of poetry, you will find many 
signs of the drinking customs. Robin- 
son Crusoe carried rum ashore from the 
wreck, and kept it among his treasures, 
for occasional use The Swiss Family 
Robinson had home-made wine among 
their luxuries in theirnew home. Some 
of our best poets sing the praises of 
wine Burn’s poetry, the delight of 
many a school-boy’s heart, is sadly mar- 
red by signs of the drink. 

The whole world has been deceived 
by alcohol, the poets among the num- 
ber, but that has not prevented their 
falling victims to it. Burns drank him- 
self to death at the age of thirty-five, 
being carried off with a fever taken 
from lving out all night in a drunken 
fit 

The poet Cowley died from a similar 
cause. Shakespeare, Byron, Goldsmith, 
Lamb, the great Swift our own Edgar 
A. Poe, and many others, have been 
hurried off by the drink, and their sad 
examples should be sure warnings to us 

No matter how good nor how wise 
people may be, that will not prevent the 
alcoho! from poisoning them if they 
take it. There are many people in the 
world who have never yet learned how 
deceitful and hurtful alcohol is. Be 
thankful that you have learned, and act 
up to the best of your new-found know-

Houselola Receipts. 


JELLY ROLits. One teacupful of 
white sugar, four eggs, one teacup of 
flour, two teaspoonfuls yeast powder, 
beat the yolks and sugar together, beat 
the whites to a stiff froth so you can 
cut it witha knife, then add together, 
flavor with lemon or vanilla, then spread 
one-quarter of an inch thick in a square 
tin, bake in a quick oven, then turn 
bottom side up, spread with jelly and 
rollup while warm. This will make 
three rolls.
